trust,*' headed by E. A. Deeds, How- 
ard Coffin and several other Ohioans.

of this trust." 


He excepted not even the National 


Advisory Committee. 
He remarked 


that among its members were William 
P. MacCracken, who is having his 
troubles with the 
senate, and Ed- 


ward P. Warner, former assistant sec- 
retary of the navy, who. Martin said, 
"purjured" himself in a previous in- 
vestigation. 


Every plane contract 
of the army 


and navy, he asserted, is let "scrctly, 
dollusively and in violation of the 
law." 


"There is not a single man in the 


army or navy who dares to oppose the 
control exercised by this air trust," he 
contended, because the service officers- 
"fear the loss of everything dear to 
them—reputation. c;ireer, and life in 
the army." 


When the army gels ready to grant 


a new contract, Martin said, "they 
go into a secret meeting" and agree 
as to what company shall get the 
contract. 


Asked whom he meant by "they." 


Martin replied: 


"The Curtis Company agents. Gen- 


eral Pratt and the (army) procure- 
ment officers at Dayton." 


He said he once wrote to Pratt, say- 


ing that aviation's pioneers should be 
given a chance in building planes for 
the army and navy, and that in reply 
Pratt agreed but referred to "cir- 
cumstances over which the air corps 
.has no control." 


By a misinterpretation of the law, he 


said, the army "evades hte necessity of 
calling for open bids." 


"Today something like 24 or 25 cents 


out of every dollar goes into an air- 
plane," Martin said. "The rest is 
stolen." 


Asked by whom, he named the 


Curtiss-Wright, Pratt-Whitney, Gen- 
eral Aviation and Boeing Corpora- 
ions.
